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| Calm Survey of Facts 
1 Tragic Fire Pattern 
Is Key to Future Safety

After Atlanta's great and awful hotel fire of early Saturday morn- 
Ing in which more than 100 persons died of asphyxiation and in 
frantic leaps from high floor levels, the usual happened. 

d here arose a great clamof to leck the door after the horse was 
stolen | 

Some of it was. hysterical, as for example, the gentleman who was 
shrieking in those awful pre-dawn hours while the fire raged, that 
@ tirstrate fire department would have helicopters with which to 
land on roofs and fly up close and rescue the perishing from windows. 
Others wanted grand jury investigations. Still others held up large 
White fingers and wagged them admonishingly in press and radio. 
Others contented themselves by smugly saying they had told us so. 

Actually there is need for a calm investigation. 

Not so much an investigation of the fire itself—which followed the 
Usual pattern and was the worse because there were no fire doors 
at all in the stairway and, because, double stairways, to care for each 
Wing of each floor, gave to the fire a double space in which to 
expand and explode upward—but to determine what ¢an be done 
in the future. 

Most of the suggestions made in hysteria, would so multiply 
construction costs as to make building impossible. Or they would so 
increase restrictions as to make enforcement impossible. 


Sprinklers Would Have Saved Many 


(No hotel staff has fire drills. While sprinklers should be required 
in all corridors, at least, the ironic fact was that the fire hoses on the 
fioors of the Winecoff simply burned away, leaving their nozzies 
in the debris on the floors. Sprinklers, installed for a few thousands 
of dollars, would have saved most lives, maybe all.) 

Wecan begin with a fact. 

It is this— 

There is no such thing as a fireproof building insofar as safety to 
occupants is concerned. 

The phrase “fireproof building” is out of the books of the fire 
uncerwriters, and it applies only to insurance rates. 

That is the great and evil fallacy of the word “fireproof.” 

The Winecoff Hote! still stands. 

It did not burn. It is, therefore, “fireproof.” 

If materials and a large enough force of workers could be had, 
it would, within ten days be restored to an even better condition than 
before. All that is required is to replace the interior trimmings, 
resurface, paint, and refurnish. 

The building was, and is, fireproof. 

It is there as a demonstration of that fact. 

Yet, more than 100 persons, young and old, are shockingly, and 
horribly dead, and many of their bodies are marred and fire-abused. 

Therefore, it is no comfort to know the building can withstand 
Great heat across long hours without structural failure. 

Human beings can't. 

They are not fire proof, and, even more important, they are not 

asphyxiation proof. 


"How Could It Have Spread So Fast?’ 


It was smoke and carbon-monoxide gas, or more simply, lack of 
oxygen, which killed those who remained in the hotel. Those who 
Jumped to death almost certainly would apt Sage had they remained. 
They jumped only when the flames were updn them. 

Questions are asked-— 

“1 just don't see how it could have spread so fast?” 

“What was there to burn with such great, charring heat?” 

“How did the fire leap, in about five minutes, from the third floor 
to the ninth, and then in a few minutes more, be higher up and still 
climbing?” 

In the Atlantic Monthly magazine for October was an article 
entitled “What Is Fireproof?”’ 

It was written by Maurice Webster, an architect, who served on 
the investigating jury which looked into the disastrous La Sallie Hotel 


fire in Chicago, and also into the previous General Clark Hotel fire ’ 


in which 14 persons died. He is America’s best-informed man on 
hotel fires. (Atlanta’s Winecoff Hotel fire, incidentally, makes the 
horror of the LaSalle Hotel fire seem, relatively insignificant, al- 
though the dead of both fires are dead/) 


Certain Conclusions Inevitable 

After an introduction, Webster began: 

“THE STORY OF THOSE HOTEL FIRES IN WHICH MANY 
LIVES ARF LOST FOLLOWS A PATTERN WHICH IS SO REPETI- 
TIOUS THAT CERTAIN CONCLUSIONS SEEM INEVITABLE... . 
AN AREA IN THE GROUND FLOOR (OR NEAR IT) BURSTS 
INTO FLAMES SO RAPIDLY THAT FIRE-FIGHTING EQUIPMENT 
CANNOT PREVENT THE FIRST NEARLY EXPLOSIVE COMBUS- 
TION. THE ENORMOUS EXPANSION OF FLAMING GASES 
CREATES ITS OWN DRAFT, CARRYING SMOKE AND FIRE 
UP OPEN STAIRWAYS AND ELEVATOR SHAFTS. EACH WELL 
OR SHAFT IS LIKE A CHIMNEY EXCEPT THAT THE OUTLET 
AT THE TOP IS SAFELY SEALED, WHILE HOLES IN ITS SIDES 
LEAD TO BEDROOM CORRIDORS.” 

That certainly happened at the Winecoff, whose double-approach 
Stairway on each sprinklerless floor, made doubly sure a draft and 
# chimney for the fire with “outlets” leading to the bedroom corri- 
cors and rooms. 

Webster continued 

“Temperature and atmospheric pressure in bedroom corridors rise 
rapidly, forcing smoke, carbon-monoxide, and fire through transoms 
into bedrooms. Where windows leading to fire escapes are open 
the pressure carries smoke and flame across these exits, making 
them deadiy. No fresh air can come in any window, for the pressure 
is always outward, except at the very base of the fire. 

(There were no outside fire escapes at the Winecoff, as there are 
not at most of our hotels.) | 

“Panic conditions are created ... illumination and exit lights are 
compictely blacked out by thick, rolling clouds of smoke... the 
result is death from suffocation or burns. The post-mortems show 
carbon-monoxide 

“For the safety of occupants these are the factors of prime im- 
portance: first, of course, to prevent fire; second, to extinguish fires 
in their incipient stages; third, to prevent the spread of fire; and, 
fourth, so to channel fire and fumes of combustion as to prevent

On Day After

Peachtree Street the day after: 

The Winecoff Hotel, windows 
broken and side blackened, 
seems ashamed of itself as the 
slow-pasing crowd accusingly looks 
upward with white and _ silent 
faces. 

The spectators seem to fall into 
three groups. There are those who 
stand back from the _ roped-off 
streets, usually alone, leaning 
against the buildings and staring 
quietly up at the hotel.

Into Sick Rooms of Tired Grady

The unbearable ache of a mortal wound 
throbbed yesterday at Grady Hospital, where 
Saturday pain had struck like the stab of a 
white-hot javelin. 

The electric hurry against death in the Wine 
coff Hotel fire had quieted to a murmur of grief. 
Doctors, spent with a 30-hour vigil, pulled off 
their white coats ana sank into the numb sleep 
of exhaustion. Nurses, dealing swiftly against 
time, had comforted their agonized patients with 
whatever human skill they possessed, and were 
waiting. 

Technicians lined up their last bottles of 
emergency blood, checked the hundreds of times 
they had answered the pleas for plasma since 
dawn Saturday when survivors had been rushed 
to them for succor. 

Stenographers covered up their typewriters, 
left their sad work of case histories of the living 
and the dead, dropped their determined com- 
posure and left for home. 

In the tomb-like morgue far below, chilled 
and still like a macabre catacomb, the white- 
coated attendants bent over the last three charred 
bodies of the scores of victims of the city’s great- 
est disaster. 

A Navy man consulted a dental diagram, 
claimed one of the three unidentified dead. 

An elderly man, his face swollen and chapped, 
clung to the shoulder of a friend as he peered 
at a pair of Air Corps wings tattooed on the arm

Relatives of victims who jumped

3-STORY BRICK LANDMARK IS GUTTED 


SASKATOON, Sask., Dec. 8—(#)—A pre-dawn fire licked 
through the old Barry Hotel here Sunday, killing 11 persons and 
injuring 18 others, some seriously. 

The three-story brick and wood structure was gutted com- 
pletely, but the walls still stand. Firemen expressed belief that 
the blaze originated with a gasoline stove in a restaurant which 
was part of the building. 

The 86-room hotel was built in 1912. 
None of the dead are identified. 
burned. | 

Firemen were able to save numerous persons in dramatic 
rescues. About 120 persons were in the structure when the fire 
was discovered. Firemen were able to reach the top of the hotel, 
built around a court, and led many of the guests to safety, | 

Most of the dead were trapped in their rooms and the bodies 
for the most part were charred beyond recognition.

mit opinions on the fire’s origin. 

In addition to Hutson’s group, 
the National Fire Prevention As- 
sociation and the National Con- 
ference of Building Officers have 
said they will send special com- 
mittees to Atlanta to make investi- 
gations, Hartsfield said. 

Several theories concerning the 
fire’s origin were advanced. un- 
officially by some of the investi- 
gators. One was that the fire had 
been started by spontaneous com- 
bustion of oily rags in a -maid’s 
closet on the lower floors. There 
_also was some likelihood that fire 
could have started in paint sup- 
'plies used in redecorating certain 
parts of the hotel recently. 

One of the guests reported he 
had seen sparks in the elevator 
‘shaft, apparently caused from a 
‘short circuit several days ago. It 
was thought possible that such a 
'short circuit could have set off the 
holocaust. 

Still another theory held by 
some officials was that the fire 
had started near a corner room 
on the third floor where a bed 
had been placed in the hallway. 
One observer said firemarks over 
|'the bed were more intense there 
than anywhere else on the floor, 
adding he believed certain inflam- 
-mable materials had been stored 
‘nearby, 
| EE. I. Hilderbrand, Superistend- 
ent of Atlanta detectives, revealed 
that his men have been interro- 
_gating third floor guests in an ef- 
'fort to find out what went on 
about 3 o'clock, the approximate 
time the fire is believed to have 
started. 

According to city detectives, 
Alice Edmonds, 22-year-old Negro 


maid, said she was in a linen 
closet on the floor about that time 
and that when she opened the 
door, fire in the hallway blasted 
her in the face. She ran down 
the stairs, detectives said. Rosena 
Neally, Negro elevator operator 
also reported she smelled smoke 
on the third floor on one of her 
trips about 3 o'clock. It was she 
who first notified the night clerk 
of the fire. 

No speculation was forthcoming 
from Hutson, however, who asked 
Mayor Hartsfield’s assistance in 
obtaining an accurate account of 
the condition of guests being 
treated at Grady Hospital.

Several persons, however, were 
escorted into the hotel lobby 
where they attempted to identify 
their personal effects or the ef- 
fects of their dead. Such articles 
were under the protection of the 
Burns Detective Agency, a hotel 
employe said. 

Fire chiefs from Savannah, Ath- 
ens, Augusta, Montgomery and 
cities in neighboring States were 
allowed to go through the build- 
ing on specially conducted trips. 
Chief D. L. Cliatt, of Augusta, 
said he was here at the request of 
Augusta citizens to learn what he 
could do to prevent such fires in 
his own city and learn what meth- 
ods were found most effective in 
fighting the Winecoff fire. 

Electricians were admitted to 
install a temporary lighting sys- 
tem to facilitate movement 
through the charred and darkened 
upper stories, while the hotel’s 
steward, together with three help- 
ers, was allowed to remove the 
hotel’s meat supply. 

Ben Massell, Atlanta real es- 
tate man, who said he was called 
in to make examination of the 
building by the company insuring 
the hotel, said he thought it would 
be foolish to even try to salvage 
the hotel’s framework. 

“Advances in building have 
been made since the hotel was 
constructed which would make 
it more practical to tear the hotel 
down and rebuild instead of con- 
firing oneself to reconstruction 
along the lines of the present 
structure,” he said. 

According to Massell, insurance 
would cover about two-thirds of 
the loss. He did not disclose what 
company had insured the prop- 
erty. With Massell were two: At- 
lanta real estate men, Paul C. 
Maddox, representing the hotel 
owner, and Ward Wight, who ne- 
gotiated several transactions in 
which the hotel changed hands in 
recent years. 

The building was valued by real 
estate men at approximately 
$750,000, 

A. F. Geele, Jr., resident man- 
ager, was not available for com- 
ment. According to Nell McDuffy, 
Geele’s secretary, the manager 
did not feel it was opportune at 
this time for him to make any 
remarks. 


Both the Salvation Army and 
the Red Cross are continuing their 
efforts to locate guests from out of 
town who were caught in the fire. 
Maj. Fred Foster, of the Salvation 
Army’s Atlanta office at 54 Ellis 
St., N. E., one block from the trag- 
edy, said that many Salvation 
Army representatives from the 
home points of victims had been 
wiring the headquarters here for 
information.

They therefore relax their 
requirements for sprinklers, fire 
escapes, exits on the outside, in- 
stead of through the lobby, and 
many other regulations which 
should be imposed and enforced. 

The word “fireproof” has killed 
thousands because of the stupidity 
brought about by that most 
erroneous phrase in so far as hu: 
man safety is concerned. 

This engineer and _ architect, 
who has studied hotel fires more 
than any other person, asks for 
common sense. 

There is a danger here, because 


this fire reached into all of Geor- 
gia and was not just an Atlanta 
fire that hysteria will rule. 

The author of the La Salle fire, 
and other investigations, has cer- 
tain conclusions, based on a study 
of hotel fires: 

1. These fires generally origi- 
nate in ground floors or base-| 
ments. | 

2. Most deaths occur on the bed- 
room floors. 

3. Most of these deaths are due 
to suffocation or entrapment.

Community Guilt Suggested 
In Pulpit Message on Fire 


Pastors in Atlanta’s churches yesterday referred graphically to 
the Winecoff Hotel disaster with its toll of dead and injured. 


The Right Rev. John Moore 
Walker, Protestant Episcopal Bish- 
op of Atlanta, in preaching at St. 
Luke’s Episcopal Church, pointed- 
ly suggested the guilt of the com- 
munity in failing to insist upon 
proper and adequate safety regu- 
lations for such structures. 

Bishop Walker cited the differ- 
ent -views of Bible writers on 
suffering and evil, some of which, 
he said, arises from sin and some 
from man’s own carélessness. 

In the case of the Winecoff fire 
he said that obviously no one 
could charge the victims with 
either sin or carelessness. 

“It was probable the result of 
the carelessness of some indi- 
vidual,” he _ said. “And, more 
probably, it was the carelessness 


of us all in not insisting upon bet- | 


ter regulations governing such 
buildings.” 

Dr. Stuart Oglesby, Pastor of 
the Central Presbyterian Church, 
compared the Winecoff disaster 
with that which befell the people 
of Siloam in Biblical times, inci- 
dent referred to in Luke 13:1-5.

“The Grand Jury is the best 
possible medium through which 
an impartial investigation can be 
made of the fire itself, and it can 
have the advice of experts in for- 
ee recommendations,” Guest 
said.

“While I am not an expert, I be-|

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Let Us Grieve But Determine— 


Georgia still is bowed in sorrow and 
grief, in which horror abounds, over the 
enormous loss of life in the asphyxiating 
gases, flames and the frantic, fatal leaping 
escapes from the top floors of the burning 
Winecoff Hotel in the predawn hours of 
last Saturday. 


The Atlanta Constitution joins with all 
others in deep and abiding sympathy to 
those families who suffered loss of mem- 
bers of their families in tMe horror of 
those agonizing hours. 


This fire reached into all of Georgia. 


It found many of the finest young 
people from Georgia’s high school YMCA 
organization in the city for convention, 
and many died in their rooms. It trapped 
others here with their children “to see 
Santa Claus,” and shop for that bright 
morning which is made for children and 
the remembrance of He who was born 
to die on the cross for man’s salvation. It 
found, and took, too, travelers, old resi- 
dents, and transients of the usual kind. 


Grief, not confined entirely to Georgia, 
nevertheless reaches deepest and most far 
in the State. ’ 


That it came in a so-called “fireproof 
building,” dnd in the late hours of the 
morning when sleep is the heaviest, made 
the toll of death even heavier than it 
might have been. The Scriptures have 
Said no man knoweth the hour, and a poet 
once wrote: 


“leaves have their time to fall 
And flowers to wither at the North 
wind’s breath, 
And stars to set... but all, 
Thou hast all seasons for thine own, 
O Death.” 
And so it was, and is. 


If, from this day of horror and the 
agony of those who died, we produce only 
hysteria, accusation and thoughtless regu- 
lations, we will have our hour of tumult 
and shouting, and subside to await an- 
other disaster. : 

We do not need a great rush of new 
code sections and restrictions. 

We first need to work out some prac- 
tical solution for opening the tops of ele- 
vator and stairway shafts in time of fire. 
We need also to use non-inflammable 
paints. We can also eliminate wood and 
inflammable materials from the corridors 
of hotels. We can look to fire-proof bed- 
ding, rugs and drapes. 

We know we can install sprinklers, 
which experts say would have saved the 
lives of all, or most of those, who died 
Saturday. 

We can determine the practicability of 
fire escapes on tall buildings. Few mod- 
ern hotels in Atlanta, or other cities, have 
fire escapes. All rely on that deceptive 
phrase “fireproof building,” which is not 
at all related, except indirectly, to human 
safety, but to insurance. 

Let us resolve to act calmly, but with 
great determination and common sense to 
protect the future, so that this horror, 
tragedy and this grief shall not come again.

Books of 1946---I Think 


Sa I had a letter asking me to list the 10 best 
A books I had read in 1946. 
eae In one way or another I manage about three 
books per week, which is not too good. In this day and time it is 
necessary to do a lot of reading, much more than ever before. 
One of the things accounting for our frustration, I believe, is 
that we adults approach the most modern technological problems, 
including now atomic energy, with a pattern of thought growing 
out of a mental and cultural pattern of the eighteenth century. 


Every man and woman of 40 years and more recalls the first 
automobiles, the original electric lights, the general installation of 
telephones and long distance, the general use of the telegraph, the 
changes from heaters to furnaces of coal, oil and gas, the coming of 
bathroom fixtures, and so on. 


It is this adult generation, with its pattern of thought and its 
culture, developed of that past, which meets with the modern tech- 
nology of a world swiftly industrialized by the steam engine, the 


gasoline and Diesel engines. 

Problem That is one reason it is more difficult for us, who in 
the space of a generation have come from the coon- 

skin cap and the percussion-cap rifle, to jet-propelled, radio-con- 

trolled weapons and the atomic bomb and atomic energy, to work 

efficiently with the mental tools we possess. 


When, on top of that, we use an educational system to give to 
the national population an educational level of about first-year 
high school level—with whole regions, such as our own, having 
an educational level of less than fifth grade—the difficulty becomes 
the more evident and enormous. 


It explains the | enon and the futility of civic club and 
radio speakers who forever are wanting to “go back” to something. 
The past always séems to have beén more simple. The villains, 
as we look back to our childhood, seem always to have been in

Nevertheless, I think 
it was an unintelligent review because I do not believe there was 
a book of fiction published in 1946 quite as good as this one by 
Robert Penn Warren. It is very, very good and the writing style 
is new to Warren. It moves along with all the heat and fever of 
its subject. 
e¢ “Mister Roberts,” a tough but tremendously well-told story of 
a small ship in the backwashes of the war, is another fiction choice. 
It is by a Navy man, Thomas Heggen. “B. F.’s Daughter,” J. P. 
Marquand’s new novel, is a third. “Thieves in the Night,” by 
Arthur Koestler, is an excellent novel on Palestine and it has the 
authentic atmosphere of the dramatic experiment going on in that 
unhappy land. Rounding out the request for five fiction choices 
would be Carson McCuller’s “The Member of the Wedding,” which 
I thought one of the best pieces of writing of the year. I do not 
mean .to list them in the order of my liking for them, except to 
say I liked best Warren’s “All the King’s Men.” 


Non- I doubt if any year has produced so much excellent non- 
fiction. I have been unable to read anywhere all of what 
I want to read. And this, of course, makes my choice limited. 


First, I would put “Thunder Out of China,” by Theodore H. 
White and Annalee Jacoby. It is easily the best thing done on 
China and will give you the best-balanced picture of that tragic land 
of fine people and corrupt men, worse leaders, great and small. 


After that, without any order of preference, I would name the 
best book on Roosevelt, “The Roosevelt I Knew,” by Frances Per- 
kins; “The Autobiography of William Allen White;” “Not So Wild 
a Dream,” by Eric Sevareid, and “Hiroshima,” by John Hershey. 


I am’”humbled by the fact that so much good has been written, 
in all the flood of books, and that I have had so little time to réad. 
I have read, I am afraid, much less than in any other year, largely 
because I have to devote considerable time to reading aloud in 
books which are all about rabbits, chickens, ducks, horses, dogs 
and so on. But the 10 above are the 10 I enjoyed most, although 
it was a wrench to leave out some.

Farley Is Encouraged 
With Party Outlook 


WASHINGTON—Big Jim Farley's analysis of 
the November election results offers the most 
? hopeful outlook that has yet been pictured for 
the Democrats. 

Since the sweeping victory won by the Republicans last month 
the tendency among political observers generally has been to write 
off Democratic chances of a comeback in 1948. All of the signs 
have seemed to point to a Republican President two years hence. 

But the man who long has been regarded as one of the nation’s 
canniest politicians sees it not this way at all. 

Farley, former Postmaster General and former Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, gave his views on the subject in 
an interview at San Francisco the other day. He’ was on a world 
business tour at the time of the election and has just returned. 

While it is true, as history shows, he says, that the party losing 
econtrol of Congress in an off-year election also loses out in the sub- 
— presidential election, there are other factors not to be 
ignored, ' 

Chief of these, he reminds, is the fact that we have rarely voted 
out an administration when the country is prosperous and the 


people happy. 
‘ - 

. : And as to this, Mr. Farley, now a business- 
Emphatic Denial man of considerable standing, gives an em- 
phatic denial to suggestions that a depression in the next two years 
might nullify Democratic chances. 

“There is no possibility of a depression in two years,” he says. 
“There is too much money in the banks and too much money in the 
people’s pockets. The demand for consumer goods is too high, 
There is a'demand for automobiles that can’t be met before 1948, a 
demand for homes, a demand for building of all kinds.” 

In other words, as the former party National Chairman sees it, 
there is nothing in the economic outlook that should be unfavorable 
to the Democrats. He agrees with many leading economists that 
by 1948 we should level off to a high state of prosperity, with heavy 
employment and good wages 

By that time, it is reasonable to suppose, all of the major post- 
war labor disturbances will have been adjusted. Production will 
have caught up with demand, removing the tension of present-day 
shortages and high prices. ss ing 

If economic conditions do take this turn, there should be none 
of the irritation to plague the people such as those that played a 
dominant role in the recent election. 

We may assume also that by that time the tension over the for- 
eign situation will be removed and the world finally embarked on 


a peaceful era. 

Utopia Possibly this is too much of a utopian outlook to be 
visualized at the present time. It could be, as some of 

the more gloomy prophets are predicting, that we are due for a 

“recession” before then and that conditions, instead of getting bet- 

ter, will be worse. 

3ut the Farley appraisal of the prospects does make sense. It 
does not stand to reason that with all the pent-up demand there is tn 
the country for scarce goods with all the accumulation of savings 
from the lush war years, we can slide into a depression so soon. 

And if the country is enjoying a high state of prosperity and 
the people happy, then certainly Democratic prospects cannot be 
written off so easily. It is, as Mr. Farley says, that an administra- 
tion is rarely voted out of office under conditions of that kind. 

The former Chairman puts his finger on another factor that may 


have an important bearing on 1948. He observes that: 
“The Republicans, despite their bragging, were not 


Too Much pleased at their carrying the Senate. They would 
have preferred to have something for which they might criticize 
the Democrats. Now they have full responsibility for legislation in 
the next two years when there will be plenty of serious problems. 
In 1948 they won't be able to argue against the Democratic lack of 
legislative achievement.’ 

It is far too early yet to say whether the Farley optimism may be 
overdrawn. Time alone will tell. Much may depend on how the 
Republicans handle themselves in the new Congress, both houses 
of which they will control. The presidential candidates to be 
selected by the two major parties in 1948 may be a weighty factor. 

But his appraisal of the outlook has at least succeeded in making 
the Democrats more hopeful. Heretofore, or since the November 
elections, they have been anything but encouraged over the prospects,

He did this at a time when the 
bituminous mines were closed and 
the country was in desperate need 
of coal. If these pipelines had 
been sold quickly for gas _ use, 
which is the only economical use 
to which they can be put, it not 
only would have meant a lot of 
money returned to the Treasury, 
it would have made it possible to 
transport to an eager market large 
quantities of natural gas that are.

Texas alone, it is from one to two 
| billion cubic feet a day, with an 
over-all total waste of 694 billion | 


cubic feet annually. This gas 
could help to heat homes and run 
factories that are now pinched for 
coal, on account of the strike, 
while facing the possibility of 
there being no coal at all to burn 
in the space of a few weeks.

This had the effect of creating a 
monopoly for the Tennessee Gas 
and Transmission Company, be- 
cause the Big Inch pipelines were | 
the only possible competitor of | 
that company. ) | 

The government leased these 
lines to the Tennessee Company 
at the rate of six cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet of gas clearing 
through it, despite a higher bid 
of eight cents from another bid- 
der. This competitor, the Big 
Inch Pipeline Company, also of- 
fered to install $150,000 worth of 
improvements which would re- 
vert to the government at the 2nd 
of the lease. In addition, the Big 
Inch Pipeline Company, and oth- | 
ers, were willing to pay real mon- | 
ey for these big pipelines and dedi- | 
cate them to permanent use as gas | 
carriers. This would have meant 
continuing competition for the 
Tennessee Gas and Transmission 
Company, which emerged as the 
winner of the emergency lease, 
although it was not the highest 
bidder. 


THE REAL HARM that was’ 
done by this inconsiderate emer- 
gency lease was to defer the final 
disposition of these government- | 
owned pipelines until the new 
Congress shall meet. Considering | 
the opposition of the coal ihdus- 
try, the coal miners, the coal-car- | 
rying railroads and certain oil in- | 
terests, the chances are that these) 
pipelines will not remain perma: | 
nently in the business of trans: | 

rting natural gas which, as has 


een said, is the highest and best 


use to which they could be put. | 
If this should be the result, gas | 
will continue to go to waste in’ 
enormous quantities in the South- | 
west, the pipelines will continue 
to deteriorate as they lie unused | 
in the ground with, as usual, the 
people paying the cost through un- 
necessary taxes.

PRINCETON, N, J.—Will a new 
third party be formed by organ- 
ized labor and leaders sympa- 
thetic to it? 

Ever since the swing to the right 
politically, as manifested in the 
Nov. 5 election, there has been a 
certain amount of talk about the 
possibility of such a party, with 
“liberal” leanings. ; 

Ultimately it comes down to 
the question of how many voters 
would be likely to support a third 
party. How much dissatisfaction 
is there with the two major parties 
now? 

A survey by the Institute indi- 


cates that there is no widespread | 
demand among voters today for 


.a third party formed by organ- 
ized labor. It would likely draw 
the support of about one voter in 
ten in the general population. 

| Among labor union members, 
however, it would have a more 
extensive backing.

cue a woman fire victim when 
/he was knocked from his ladder 
30 feet to the pavement by a 
'body falling from above, He suf- 
fered broken vertebrae and an 
arm injury. : 

“T don’t want you 
that any more,” said red-haired 
Christiane Burnham, who met and 
married the Atlanta fireman in 
Paris, France, while he was serv- 
ing as a Corporal with the First 
Army. 

“What?” asked her husband. 

“Fight the fires,” was her reply. 

“Oh, honey!” was Burnham’s 
only answer, but a smile crossed 
his swollen face. 

Speaking slowly and _ deliber- 


lately, Burnham told the story be- 


hind his injury: 

“I saw a lady fall on a cable 
on the front side. Her hands were 
tangled together in the cable above 
her head. I moved the ladder so 
I could reach her. I had gotten 
her loose from the cable and had 
her at the top of the ladder, when 
something hit me ... The next 
thing I knew I was in the hospital. 

“I don’t know what happened 
to the lady.” 

“Let somebody else get the lady 
next time,” said Mrs. Burnham, 
with natural anxiety. 

“But honey,” her husband told 
her, “when a woman is caught on 
the side of the building, you can’t 
leave her up there. I was only 
doing my duty.” 

Burnham did his duty on more 
occasions than one. Before his ac- 
cident, he had brought three fire 
victims safely down the ladder, 
and he had helped hold a net for 
several more to jump into. 

“It was horrible—all horrible,” 
he mused. 

Burnham said he probably will 
be hospitalized three months. 

Fireman W, T. Holt, of Station 
8, who was reported to have suf- 
fered two broken legsduring the 
fire, walked out of Grady Hospi- 
tal yesterday. The report was in 
error. 

Eight other firemen who were 
hospitalized for minor injuries 
and being overcome by smoke 
either have been discharged or 
soon will be. 

Side by side at Grady yester- 
day were three firemen, well 
enough to exchange stories of 
fire, water, horror, death and 
heroism. 

Capt. E. L. White, of Station 17, 
who fought fire from the second 
to the llth floors, almost was 
knocked from his ladder by a man 
falling from a window on the ho- 
tel’s back side. He held on, how- 
ever, and worked until overcome 
by smoke and exertion. 

Capt. White was taken to Grady 
by Charles Gaddis of the rescue 
squad, Gaddis carried 20 people

“Everybody helped. Salvation

It was he who lent 
his strength to the man who re- 
fused to admit identification of 
his son because he would not kill 
his hopes; it was he who took 
three couples to the morgue and 
heard them all identify the same 
child as their own. 

Wilson himself had more than 
he knew to do with his own ap- 
praisal of the day of tragedy.

Otherwise 
they contain most of the calcium 
and most of the vitamins in the 
lettuce. Likewise cabbage.

in sanitarium, and I know hydro- 


therapy. Any individual who has 
had sweating treatments and mas- 
sage would never, never say he 
has received no benefit from same.

Answer — That’s different. I 
merely pointed out the pysiologi- 
cal fact that no “poison” of conse- 
quence is removed from the body 
by sweating. I do not doubt that 
various forms of heat and mas- 
sage are beneficial in treatment.

SEC's Big Problem 
Likely To Be Ignored 


The Southeastern Conference is holding its 
annual meeting next Friday and Saturday in 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. Once again we shall see a 
classic example of why the college Presidents 
should step aside and let the men who know 
athletics best—the athletic directors—run the 
show. 
The Presidents are leqrned gentlemen, They 
are the cream of the South’s educators. Natu- 
rally, they are interested in athletics in connection with the educa- 
tion of young men and ladies. 

But with few exceptions, they know little about the 
athletic situation and are no more qualified to direct an 
athletic conference than the athletic directors would be to 
run the universities or teach the Latin classes. 

They say they have a lot of this and that to bring before the 
conference. Announced questions to be submitted are those con- 
cerning a rotating schedule for football and basketball teams; 
abolition of the limit of athletic scholarships; and the increase 
in the amount of monthly cash grants to the players. 

There are others. But these will be brought before the 
meeting and some of them will be approved. 

However, we have fet to see a statement by any of 
the 12 members that it plans to bring up the one burning 
question which confronts the league today: What are we 
going to do about enforcing present conference rules? 


In all probability, this question will be coughed off, as usual. 
There should be a definite proposal to the effect that Mike S., 
Conner, the Commissioner of the conference, be retired or retained. 
This proposal should further state that Conner or his successor be 
granted enough power to enforce the regulations of the conference, 

In theory, Conner has that power now. Actually, he 
doesn't. 

The amount of “cheating” now going on in the league, 
especially as far as football scholarships are concerned, is 
mountainous. You don’t read much about it, because it is 
much easier to play ostrich and lower your head gently 
into the sand when such bombs are about to burst. 


But the Presidents, coaches, water boys and Mr. Conner him- 
self know such “cheating” is going on. Of course, it is also going 
on in other college conferences of the nation. But the South- 
eastern. established to lead the fight against such practices with 
its open athletic scholarships, is leading nothing of the kind. 
Instead, it is muddling around in a mass of confusion. 

Or, as the man said, “He jumped on hig white horse and took 
off in all directions.” ,

° : The man who best knows that such 
Conner s Hands Tied things are going on, Conner, has tried 
to do something about it. But each time he does, he suddenly 
finds his hands tied in double square knots and he is put to bed 
without any supper by the Executive Committee. 

As an example of the co-operation he gets, take the Ermal 
Alien case. Conner announced that Allen was ineligible for 
participation in football at Kentucky. Nobody, especially 
Kentucky, took him at his word, and appealed to the Exec- 
utive Committee. 

This body, through the conference's President, announced 
Conner wae wrong and that Allen was eligible to play— 
which he did for a couple of games. The opposing squawk 
was so loud, the Executive Committee suddenly reversed 
itself and Allen didn’t play the rest of the season. 

This was the now-famous “Hooligan Act” of the conference. It 
made the league look like hooligans to the rest of the football world. 

Conner felt that Allen was ineligible to play, under the rules 
of the conference. But his ruling had as much to do with the case 
as one by the little man who wasn't there. He may as well have 
“stood in bed” that morning. 

Last year, although we weren’t around at the time, there 
was reported a move afoot at the conference meeting to “get 
rid of Conner.” In view of the ill health of the Commissioner 
at the time, it might have been a good idea to retire him, 
selecting, of course, another Commissioner in his place, 

But what happened? Although everybody realized a 
change probably would be for the better, he wound up with a 
raise in salary. And till yet we have not heard of anything 
he or his office has done to earn any part of it. 

In justice to Conner, it isn’t all his fault. He has the authority 
paper. But it is not as good as the paper on which it is written. 

All his decisions may be appealed, and he gets little back- 
ing from the conference.
